AMERICANS SHOW CALIBRE 
D 
URING the past week the character of the American people 
has met successfully a severe test. 
It has sometimes been 
argued that the composite nature of this character makes it 
something less than national. But this is a superficial view. There 
are wide divergences, to he sure, among different sections of 
the country and different classes. But, except in the. case of the 
comparatively few unassimilated aliens, a common denominator 
has heen reached. 
It is true enough that fear was the essential 
cause of the situation which called for stern and immediate 


measures, 
None the less the president’s appeal to reason has been 
heeded. 
Control by the government has stimulated control in 
the individual. 
After the first feeling of doubt or dismay, the 
necessity of putting complete control into the hands of the 
president has been promptly recognized, and the country as a 
whole has settled down to make the best of the situation. 
From the very beginning there was a general rally to 
meet this sudden problem. 
The inconveniences, even the tem ­ 
porary losses, involved did not destroy that cheerful optimism 
which has always been an American trait. 
The spirit of m u­ 
tual helpfulness made this problem much less serious. 
Checks 
that could not be turned into cash at once became pari of the 
currency of daily life; credit was freely granted wherever it was 
possible. 
Few considered merely their own plight. 
For the 
most part everybody was ready to help everybody else to the 
extent of his ability. 
There may have been cases where selfish 
advantage was taken of the crisis, but they have not been con­ 
spicuous. 
The American character has proved equal to the de­ 
mand on its finer qualities. 
It has been strengthened, not weak­ 


ened, by this experience. 
Here is the silver lining to the cloud. The outcome of the 
moratorium might have been very much worse had another 
temper prevailed. 
But we have been spared clamorous mobs 
demanding their money or railings against the president. 
On 
the contrary, there has everywhere been approval of his action 
and patient submission to the inevitable consequences. 
The 
people have been united, not divided, by the common need. 
Nor is there any doubt that they will continue to support and 
approve whatever steps are necessary to put the soundness 
of our financial policy beyond question. 
A lesson of gre. ; 
m om ent has been quickly learned. 


DR. SWICK GIVES SUPPORT 
It is gratifying to note th at our district congressman, Dr. Howard 
Swick, of Beaver county, was one of the large contingent of Republi­ 
can congressmen, who voted to grant President Roosevelt power to cut 
government expenses, when the m atter came before congress on Satur­ 
day afternoon. 
P art of the Democratic congressmen refused to support their 
president in the move, but the approval sought was speedily given, by 
the aid of some 70 Republican congressmen. 
It is no time for partisan bickering, such as th at of the Demo­ 
cratic obstructionists in President Hoover’s adm inistration. 
If President 
Hoover had been given power such as is being delegated to President 
Roosevelt, the depression would have been over long before this. 
But 
Hoover’s hands were tied in every measure lie projected by the Demo­ 
cratic and Insurgent m ajority in congress. 
The people have seen what 
the deadlock resulted in, and there is every disposition to give Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt sufficient power to carry out his program. 
It is a time 
for action; not congressional delay. 
Of course, in speedy action, there is danger of some mistakes— 
but, there is far graver danger in allowing the action proposals to be 
tied up in congress for months, with no developments at all. 
The nation wants action, and Dr. Swick is right in voting to aid 
in th a t direction, at this time.

All observations go to prove th at earthquakes, lUe volcanic erup- 
ions, are due to disruptions produced by internal heat at a great depth

The motion of earthquakes occurs in

zontally undulating, and sometimes a whirling motion.
